Time to Call A Halt

er powers throughout the country al- 
so being indicated, 

Thus the secker after information 
can find out merely by opening the 
}map that sin Nova Scotia and other 
Maritime provinces he can engage in 
mixed farming, mining and fishing; 
in Quebee he will find a wealth of 
timber for pulp wood, minerals to-be 
dug Nrom the carth, including asbes- 
tos, graphite, molybdenite; in the 
neighboring province of Ontario much

For several years farmers in the 
south-western part of the province of 
Saskatchewan in what is called the 
dry district, have been clamoring for 
an experimental farm,

Discuss Oriental Question 


Conference of Western Boards Of 
Trade Pass Resolution For 
Supply of Newsprint 
Calgary.— The western boards of 
trade concluded their sessions here. 
The feature of the closing session was 
the discussion of the Oriental prob- 
lem and the passage of a resolution 
urging the Dominion government to 
scriously consider the Oriental situa- 
tion and to investigate the situation 
created by the passing into the hands 
of Japanese and Chinese of much of 
the rich lands of British Columbia and 
other parts of the west. The discus- 
sion on this arose at one stage to the 
point that if Japanese and Chinese 
were to be shut out from Citizenship,

Must Always be On Guard 


Prepare in Peace to Meet Future 
Wars, Says Marshal 
Foch 


Paris.—Warnings that France must, 
in the midst of peace, make prepara- 
tion for future war, was uttered by 
Marshal Foch, who presided at the 
annual meeting of the polytechnic 
school for army engineers recently. 
Discussing lessons of the reat war, 
he said the present economic struggle 
is the first part of the peace program, 
but preparation for war is the second 
part. 

“Which of us,” he asked, “dares be- 
lieve Germany is renouncing war on 
the morrow of her ruin — Germany, 
which, inspired by sheer ambitign, 
took up arms in 1864, 1866, 1870 and 
1914, on the plea of historic necessity? 
Germany's neighbors, whether they 
wish to or not, will be forced to keep 
up armies and maintain strong fron- 
tiers, because, quite apart from the 
generous intentions of civilized 
| humanity, there are historic realities 
and racial appetites, just as there are 
geographical realities. 

“How can we help mistrusting a 
nation,” he continued, “which reduced 
to impotence by the great Napoleon, 
was able by its martial ardor to re- 
establish itself and bring about com- 
plete overthrow of the colossal em- 
pire, and by superlative militarism 
and methodic development, extended 
its authority from the east Prussian 
marshes to beyond the Rhine? Mak- 
jing war is its national industry, and 
night is its right.”

In Clothing Prices 
In United States 
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Crop Prospects Are Bright 


Report is Far More Cheerful ‘Than 
‘ Expected From Late 
Seeding 
Winnipeg. — The Manitoba Free 
Press’ first crop report for 1929 is a 
decidedly more 


cheerful document 


than might have been expected from 
the very late seeding. Perhans its 
very best feature is in the fact that 
farmers are wise and are not attempt- 
ing to go on secding wheat after the 
middel of May. Speaking broad- 
ly, the supply of moisture is excellent, 
the soil in fine condition and growth 
very good, not a few districts are 
reporting wheat up two to four inches 
and no setbacks since seeding s-art- 


cd, 


Of course, there is a decrease in 
acreage in wheat, but, as that was to 
be expected, it is no surprise. As 
nearly as can be estimated from the 
returns (194 points have been heard 
from), the decrease is fifteen percent 
in Saskatchewasa and ten percent in 
Manitoba and Alberta, or, in other 
words, in 1920 the acreage in wheat 
is something over 15,370,000 acres, as 
against 17,670,000 acres in 1919, and 
given a continuance of the present 
favorable conditions it will be quite 
possible for the west to reap more 
wheat from the reduced acreage than 
it did from the larger acreage of 1919, 

The only disappointment in the re- 
port is the apparent small increase in 
coarse grains, the reports indicating 
that, while there may be some in- 
creas¢s at many points there will be 
no increases at all. The increases will 
be mainly barley and flax. 

Farmers are preparing to do exten- 
@ve summerfallowing, which is a 
good thing and much needed after the 
war period. 

Supplies of feed and labor are decid- 
edly better than was anticipated, and 
horses are not in a poor condition 
for spring work, as might have been 
expected. 

In the districts where there was 
hopper trouble last year, they were 
asked to report on that condition, and 
reports are uniformly to the effect 
that so far no trouble is indicated, and 
preparations are made for fighting it 
should it occur.

A Fly Repellant 


Mixture That Will Relieve Cows Of 
The Troublesome Pest 


In the summer flies attack cows, 
causing much misery to them and fin- 
ancial loss to the owners, A content- 
ed cow always produces much more 
milk than a discontented one. 

There are many so-called fly re- 
pellants on the market which are ab- 
solutely worthless. Good money is 
wasted every time these are produced, 
It is possible to obtain reliable re- 
pellents, however, and some of them 
are very cheap. Here is one recom- 
mended by the Utah Agricultural 
College: one pound of common faun- 
dry soap, four gallons of warm wat- 
er, one gallon of crude petroleum and 
four ounces of powdered napthalin. 
Shave the soap into the warm “water, 
and stir until it is thorough dissolved. 
Put the napthalin in the crude petro- 
leum and stir it likewise until it is 
dissolved. Then pour the soap and 
water in the petroleum and napthalin 
and mix thoroughly, 

Apply the solution with a brush to 
the parts of the cows’ bodies which 
are attacked by flies. This solution 
has been used and found economical, 
effective and durable by many farm- 
ers,

Economical production of 
pork, Economical production of pork 
depends largely upon the consump, 
tion of cheaply grown feed. In the 
summer time hogs should be put on 
pasture, The pasture should be so 
managed that the forage produced 
will be clean, tender, and paltable, 
The idea that anything no matter how 
dirty, is good enough for hog feed 
is crroneous, While the hog will 
eats some dirty food, he will cat more 
and thrive better if he is given clean 
food and clean water, Such crops as 
alfalfa, clover, rape or peas and oats 
make good hog pasture, The pasture 
should not be overgrazed, It is best 
to divide the pasture into two or three 
equal areas and allow the hogs to re- 
main in each a week or ten days, 
This will allow the first pastured area 
to recuperate before the hogs are 
turned in again, 

Some grain also should be fed when 
hogs are on pasture. Opinions differ 
regarding the quantity that should be 
fed. A medium ration would be from 
two or three percent of the live 
weight of the hog. No fixed rule can 
be laid down regarding this, The 
pasture should be tender and clean, 
and enough grain should be fed to 
keep the hogs shapely and in thrifty,
